GOVERNOR'S POSITION. ' 


"But, every time the Senator 


called on me to urge me to pledge

Governor, provided he would 
sign the bill after it had passed

VETOED'BY GOV. GAGE. 


"A water front bill had been 


passed by a previous Legislature, 
and had been vetoed by Gover- 
nor Gage, and none of us had so

But this Oakland harbor 
bill was the only, one that I re- 
member the Senator insisting I 
should promise to sign, and the 
only one of the many he intro- 
duced which he did refuse to try 
and push through unless he first 
secured my promise; to sign it.

Counterfeit Coin is Being 


Passed in Oakland 


and Vicinity. 


A passer of five-dollar gold pieces, 


declared by those who have received 
them to be counterfeit, has operated 
rather extensively In the eastern part 
of Oakland and In Fruitvale of late. 


The man Is described as dark com- 


plexloned with a dark moustache, and 
of medium build. 
That is the best 


description of him that has been ob- 
tained up to the present time. 


So far as known, all the victims have 


been storekeepers. Among those who 
are reported to have suffered by the 
stranger's visits are L. D. Adams, the 
grocer, o£ Sixth avenue and Twelfth 
street; Alfred C Hammell, confection- 
er, ot 12S3 Twenty-third avenue, Mrs. 
Hearst and Mrs. Hyslop, near the cor- 
ner of Twenty-third avenue and East 
Fourteenth street: Gates & Thompson, 
grocers, of Seminary avenue and East 
Fourteenth street, and Mrs. J. H. 
Oleen, of High street and East Four- 
teenth. 


The counterfeits are in all cases de- 


scribed as perfect enough in size, words 
and general design, but 
lacking In 


weight and ting, and as being some 
sort of composition metal, or possibly 
silver plated with gold. Another pecu- 
liarity of the plating, is that it rubs 
off comparatively easily. 


In most of the cases the pieces were 


received In such a way that they could 
not be traced to the party who pre- 
,ented them 
Genet ally, their false- 


ness was not noticed until probably a 
day or two after the receipt of them. 
The idea that their circulation or ut- 
terance Is the result oil a systematic 
ilan has resulted from the carrying of 
:he news from one merchant to an- 
other by drummers who happen to call 
on all those who are here mentioned, 
and the sameness In character of all 
the false pieces. In one case the mer- 
chant had reason to believe that the 
false piece was substituted for a i 
one 
which he had given a collector 


while' he turned to make an entry In 
his blotter. 


In another case, that of Mrs. Oleen 


a man came in in the evening and ask- 
ed for a five-cent package of tobacco 
and offered the gold piece In payment 
She told him she could not change 1 
just then, and, after some hesitation 
he pulled out a handful of silver and 
paid tne bill. 


Some of the instances noted occurred

As before stated, the negroes are going North, mainly to the large 
cities, where the are establishing themselves in settlements and 
quarters of their own. 
And as the negro leaves the South for the 


North he abandons agriculture for urban Hfe and pursuits, a ten- 
dency that has had a decadent effect physically, if not morally, up 
to this time. However, the law of the survival of the fittest will 
assert itself despite theories and prejudices; but in the meantime no 
good is accomplished by stimulating race prejudice with alarming 
and false statements regarding the fecundity of the colored people. 


TAKES ISSUE WITH DR. BROWN. 


Relative Fecundity of Negroes, 


In discussing the race problem at the South, the Fresno Demo- 


crat displays an abundant knowledge of things that are not so. For 
instance, it says: "The race suicide is not a theory, but a condition. 
The figures of the census point to two conclusions on this score, 
namely, that although there has been a varying though positive de- 
cline in the birth rate of white children since 1860, the birth rate of 
negro children has positively and largely increased since the aboli- 
tion of slavery." 


It is not true that the birth rate of negroes has positively and 


largely increased since the abolition of slavery. On the contrary, 
the birth rate among negroes has heavily declined 
In the South 


particularly the decline in the colored birth rate has been notably 
greater than the decline in the white birth rate. 
The birth rate of 


both races is declining, but the decline among the whites of the 
South is less than in any other section of the country. The negro 
birth rate is still higher than the white, but this advantage, so far 
as increase is concerned, is more than counterbalanced by a much 
higher death rate. 


All these facts are set forth in a Federal census bulletin pub- 


lished a few months ago, which only emphasized in detail the show- 
ing in the returns of the decennial census of 1900, At the South 
the whites are increasing actually and relatively faster than the 
colored people for two reasons. 
While the normal increase of the 


two races is about the same, taking the natality and mortality to- 
gether, there is a steady, though small, white immigration to the 
South and a steady black emigration from the old slave States. 
Negroes are leaving the South in increasing numbers for the North 
and West, while white people from the North and West are settling 
in the South m increasing numbers. The disparity between the 
races in South Carolina is much smaller than it was fifteen years 
ago. 
In 1890 the blacks outnumbered the whites in Louisiana, but 


in 1900 the reverse was the case. In Texas the proportional in- 
crease among the whites is fifty per cent greater than among the 
blacks. 
In the decade ending with the year 1900 the increase of the 


two races in Georgia and Alabama was about 
equal—the 
blacks 


having proportionally a shade the best of it, while in Mississippi 
and Arkansas alone was the black increase relatively larger than 
the white. 
But in Virginia, North Carolina, Tennessee, Kentucky, 


Maryland and Missouri the relative increase of the colored people 
•was away, far away, below the white increase. In Virginia the 
black increase for two decades has been merely nominal, the general 
increase in the State's population being almost exclusively white. 
The same is true in a lesser degree of North Carolina. 


Only in South Carolina and Mississippi do the colored people 


exceed in number the white population. Whether this condition 
will bl permanent can be told better after the next Federal census 
is taken than today. 
It is quite evident from a study of the census 


reports for 1870, 1880, 1890 and 1900 that the fear of negro suprem- 
acy in the other Southern States is a baseless one, due largely to mis-

The way I understood you to explain it 
was for anybody to make the best of his talents or condition, in 
other words, if you can't earn four dollars a day earn three, but^earn 
something. No" walking delegate or Labor Union to tell you, "You 
must not work for less than four dollars a day, even if those depen- 
dent upon you may go hungry." 
In conclusion, let me say that I 


did belong to a union and know all about it and what it stands for. 
But finding that I could not earn four dollars per day, as the union 
said I should, but the boss said I could earn but three, as he could 
get younger and more active men than I was, who could do more 
work than I, so when a younger man took my job

The Law and Frenzied Finance. 


The arrogant contempt for the law exhibited by Henry H. 


Rogers is another illustration of the way modern kings of finance 
have of looking at things. They have no use for the law when 
they cannot turn it to their own purposes. When they cannot em- 
ploy it as an agency to accomplish their own ends they defy it— 
and break it. These men forget that they constitute only a small 
minority of the people, and that the contempt they exhibit for tin- 
law may be imitated in a more violent form and in a vengeful spirit. 
by the masses who are treated by men of the Rogers and Rockefeller 
stamp as having no rights that multi-millionaires are bound to re- 
spect. Men cannot spit upon the law when called on to obey it and 
then expect it to protect them. A law that is powerless to protect 
the poor from the predatious of the rich will soon prove impotent 
to protect the persons and property of the rich.

But Mr. Dalzell ignores the fact that 
the Federal Supreme Court has decided that the Philippines are not 
a part of the United States, but are merely territory belonging to the 
United States government. If the islands are a part of the United 
States the Filipinos are invested with citizenship as a birthright. 
If Mr. Dalzell's contention be correct no legislation is necessary to 
admit Philippine products into the States free of duty.
